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The  United  States  imported  $55^  million  (foreign  value)  of  livestock,  meat, 
and  meat  products,  excluding  wool,  dioring  1959.    This  was  7  percent  above  I958 
imports,  and  111  percent  above  the  1951-55  average.    Imports  of  beef  and 
cattle  accounted  for  57  percent  of  total  imports.    Expoirts,  at  $339  million, 
rose  to  18  percent  above  1958^  and.  29  percent  above  the  1951-55  average. 

These  changes  reduced  net  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  smd  meat  products  from 
$228  million  in  I958  to  $215  million  in  I959.    This  improvement  in  the  U.S. 
import-export  balance  is  expected  to  continue  during  I960  at  a  more  rapid  rate. 

The  significant  upa^^ard  trend  in  exports  resiilted  from  increased  U.S.  supplies 
aad  from  liberalization  of  import  regulations  in  several  U.S.  export  markets. 

Sharpest  gains  were  in  tallow,  lard, 
variety  meats,  and  cattle  exports. 
Reduced  U.S.  cattle  slaughter  during 
the  first  part  of  the  year,  plus  heavy 
overseas  production,  caused  unusually 
heavy  beef,  mutton,  and  hide  and  skin 
imports . 

During  i960,  the  outlook  is  for  sharply 
increased  tallow  and  variety  meat  ex- 
ports as  U.S.  production  mounts.  High 
lard  exports  during  the. first  part  of 
the  year  should  be  offset  by  a  drop  in 
exports  diiring  the  second  half  as  hog 
slaughter  decreases.    Beef  and  cattle 
imports  are  expected  to  be  lower,  and 
red  meat  exports  higher.    Lamb  ship- 
ments from  Australia  will  probably 
continue.
